HAD RETIRED IN 
1860. 


When the fact is clearly weighed in 
present-dav horsemen's minds that Gib- 
son had retired from the turf in I860 or 
thereabouts, at the tlmo that Billy Lake- 
land was making his debut on a thorough- 
bred, and was old enough to be the 
grandfather of children before the re- 
nowned Snapper Garrison ever achieved 
international fame in the saddle, the real 
age of "Old Hlcko.-y" may b« fully ap- 
preciated. During the days that Lake- 
land w«is achieving turf triumphs at New 
Orleans or Jerome Park. Gibson was serv- 
ing as a soldier In fights on the Western 
frontier against Indians in their savage 
form. 
"I always loved the horse." says the1 


old gentleman, speaking of his ea.rly con- 
nections with the turf, "and on one oc- 
casion I received a good whipping for 
staying away from home all day to see 
a ma,ich race of three-mile heats, best 
three in five, decided near our plantation 
in South Carolina.. But that only whetted 
my appetite for the life of a. jockey, ar.d 
I soon left the old home and hurried to 
Charleston, where they racid in thoso 
days. They had been racing at Charles- 
ton a hundred years before 1 arrived, 
but I had my first mount there and won 
it."From there I moved to Tennessee. I 
was always a great admirer of Gon. 
Andrew Jackson, and ono day when the 
general had a horse in a four-mile heat 
race I begged for a chance to rldo and 
pleaded with the general myself. I never 
knew until a long time after that Gen. 
Jackson gave me the chance because he 
admired my pluck in going straight to 
him, but from that time on I was in hlfi 
employ and fought with him In most ui' 
the battles that followed after he quit 
racing."

Bits of American war and turf his- 
tory take care of Alston Gibson from the 
early part of the nineteenth century on.

The con- 
tesr. was for $6000 a side, two-mile heats, 
and Gibson finished first with Truxton, 
but the claim of foul, which was not 
allowed.
